INVESTIGATING TRAIN WRECK 


A searching investigation is being 


made of the causes of the railroad 
wreck in Tiverton late last week, 
when Engineer George Bowes was 
killed and several other members of 
the train crow badly injured, but the 
passengers escaped serious 
injury. 


The train, due in Newport about 
7.00 o'clock on Friday evening, was 
derailed between Ferry street and 
Tiverton station, the locomotive be- 
ing turned over fn, the ditch and the 
train badly wrecked. 
The cause of 


the accident was an open switch, 
which sent the locomotive onto a 
private siding, while the rest of the' 
train continued on the main track. 
That the switch was opened with 
malicious intent seems assured. Only 
a few/ days before a "»il had been 
placed across the track near the 
same place, but at -that 
time the 


train escaped damage. 
Since the 


fatal wreck, it is reported that an- 
other obstruction has bcon found on 
the track. 'The aulhorities are mak- 
ing every effort to trace the guilty 
parties, two men being suspected. 
A rigid inspection of the tracks is 
now being made to prevent any fur- 
ther tampering. 


The train that wns wrecked con- 


tained many Newport people who 
were returning from Providence or 
Boston. They were all more or less 
shaken up and some were .severely 
bruised, but 'nono received serious 
injuries.

If Cultivated Crops Are to Follow 


Good Plan Is to List Land 


Soon as Possible. 


One of the best wafs lo handle 


stubble fields on dry lands Is tp disk 
the stubble as soon as possible after 
the crop is removed, according to 
Professor Kezer, Colorado agricultural 
college. 
If the land'Is to he put hack 


Into fall wheat, plowing should he done 
Immediately. The earlier the plowing 
Is.done, the better the chances of'get- 
ting a crop. This is due to the fact 
that nature requires some time to 
properly settle and compact the seed- 
bed. 


If the stubble land is tn be put In- 


to cultivated crops the following year, 
a good method to follow and a cheap 
one Is to use the lister just as soon as 
the grain Is off If possible. This Is 
one of the cheapest methods of control- 
ling weeds and putting the land In 
shape to catch moisture. It also Is a 
very good way .to control blowing.

ACID'PHOSPHATE B|G FACTOR 


Large Increase In Corn, Wheat and 


Clover Hay Obtained at Ohio 


• Experiment Station. 


The Ohio station In testing manure, 


and-fertillzers has secured an average 
yield of corn of 07 bushels per acre 
for 21 years, or an Increase of 35 hnsh- 
els over the yield where no manure 
or fertilizer has heen u.=ed. The corn 
crop was frown In a rotation of corn, 
wheat nnd clover. 
The manure ap- 


plied In this case hnd heen re-enforced 
In the sinhles at the rate of 40 pounds 
of acid phosphate per ton of manure. 
Eight tons were applied to the doyer 
sod in the winter before It was plowed 
down for corn. 


The experiments show that manure 


loses mnch of Its fertilizing proper- 
ties when allowed to be leached by 
rains, and also that manure needs re- 
enforcement with phosphorus to be 
most effective. 
From this applica- 


tion ofr manure and acid phosphate 
there has also heen an average In- 
crease of 16 bushels of wheat and 
2,500 pounds of clover hay over the 
untreated plots Jn the rotation, the 
wheat and clover following the corn 
without any further manuring or fer- 
tilizing. . ,'

lit Guiengiila am] nt Achlutla. 


The famous ruins of Mitla arc the 


best preserved on account of. the dry 
climate of the cqunlr^ In which they 
are situated. They are among flic 
most elaborately ornamented ruins in 
Mexico, and on the walls are found 
about fifteen different designs made 
with mosaics known as grecques. The 
figures are ;nll geometrical and nre 
found mostly In panels on both Inside 
'and outside of the walls.of the rooms. 


Features of Mitla Ruins. 


The original na'mu 'of 
flies'*; ruins 


was Lyobaa, nnd they were later on 
called by. the Mexicans "Mlctlan" 
which means "the places of the dead." 
The place, is now In the center of the 
Zapotec country, and the Zapotec lan- 
guage Is spoken by the Inhabitants 
of the village close to the ruins. One 
.of the chambers contains-sir huge 
monoliths, each being about 12. feet 
high and 1 feet in circumference, 
which -have no''carvings. ^The moyt 
beautiful room Is known as the Hall 


i 


of Mosaics. "Its four sides are covered 
with designs: Paintings .were found 
on some of the walls, but these have 
mostly 
disappeared. Close 
to 'the 


ruins a pyramidal mound Is to -be 
seen and nbout^lwo miles distant Is a 
fort of- great Interest. ' • 


The grecques or arabesques found 


nt Mitla give -It n distinctive charac- 
ter, and in no other part of [he re- 
public nre there any ruins like them 
Wlien the Spaniards .conquered Mexi- 
co, MItIn was still ni'Important place 


The ruins of Monte Alban are situ 


nted on the outskirts of the city of 
Oaxaca and seem to belong to a much 
older civilization than those of Mitla. 
In fact, Monte Alban was in ruins 
when Mitla was at Its height of pros- 
perity. The ruins cover an area of 
about two miles In length by a third 
of n mile In^wldth. On every side are 
'remains of leinples, foundations, ter- 
' races, walls, nnd graves,. but these 
places have not been explored'and are 
covered'wlth debris. ' Some fine stones 
with/carvings are still standing and 
many have been removed to the N'a- 
Itonal Must-urn of Mexico City. The 
sculptures Indicate that the Maya civi- 
lization must have extended, to this 
part of the country.

Fort at Gulengula. 


The ruins of Gulenguln on the Isth- 


mus of Tehuantopcc show the .exist- 
ence of a big fort which was used 
In the battles between the Mexicans 
and the Zapctecs. This fort wns -built 
on the top of a mountain, and contains 
two pyramids of stones, having stair- 
ways leading up 19 the tops. Remains 
of temples, chambers, trenches, and 
terraces cnn also he distinguished. 


The ruins nt Achlutla consist of 


courts, walls, mounds, nnd terraces. 
Achjutla was the sncred city of the 
great Ulxtec nation,-their country be- 
lug called 
MIxtecapam 
before 
the 


Spaniards arrived In Mexico. An ex- 
traordinary nuinber of pieces of pot- 
tery Is found everywhere' In this vll- 
Uge, which Is still Inhabited by the 
Mlxtec Indians, or Mlxtecos. 


In the graves that have been opened 


In these different ruins have been 
found a great variety of stone and 
clay Idols, ornaments made of gold, 
copper, Jade, shell, obsidian, and stone. 
Beantlfnl specimens of painted 
pot- 


tery have also been found, and some 
of the finest samples of Mexican ce- 
ramic art come from the tombs of 


rrlques have nearly all disappeared. 


Each Tribe Has Its Dress.
